A hearing on a plan for the consoli­ 
dation of railroads into a few large 
systems w’as concluded here tonight 
before Henry C. Hall of tbe inter­ 
state 
commerce 
commission. . The 
hearing had been in progress three 
days and was characterized chiefly 
by 
testimony 
strongly opposed to 
the merger. 
It ended 
without 
pre­ 
sentation of the testimony of several 
wetnesses who were here to carry 
on the fight organized against the. 
plan by business interests of this 
region and captained by 
Clyde 
M. 
Reed, chairman of the Kansas public 
utilities commission. 
The testimony of 
W. R. 
Scott, 
traffic manager for the Kansas City 
board of 
trade, 
which 
continued 
throughout most of today, was pro­ 
duced in an effort to prove that rail­ 
roads of the w'est listed in the con­ 
solidation plan as wreak are in fact 
among the strongest of this country 
in point of revenue. 
The problems 
with which these railroads are con­ 
fronted, he said, are largely attribut­ 
al to over capitalization. 
Mr. Scott defended the established 
rates based upon the Missouri River, 
which, he declared, was the logical 
base for freight making. The consol­ 
idation plan would, he asserted, tear 
down competitive rates and weaken 
Missouri River cities as markets. 
Mr. Scott objected to the joining 
in the plan of the Union Pacific Sys­ 
tem with that of the Chicago and 
Northwestern. Such a union would 
violate the intent of the transporta- 
ion act, he declared, as it would link 
two strong railroads. 
He interpret­ 
ed the law to be directed toward the 
uniting of weak 
with 
strong rail­ 
roads to aid the former. 
Mr. Scott 
said 
the 
Northwestern 
was 
the 
strongest single organization in the 
west. 
He also disapproved of the pro­ 
posed consolidation of the Missouri,

That would bring a

St. Paul, and Minneapolis. 
By vir­ 
tue of the Chesapeake and Ohio’s At­ 
lantic coast terminals, Kansas City 
and other Missouri river cities would 
he given a direct grain route to the 
Atlantic coast.

TALKING IN TRILLIONS 


At least 4 European countries now 
< 
measure their currency in trillions. 
Total lace value of world currency 
is ten times as much as at tie 
beg inning of 1922. 


/ The "trillion" haf evidently come 
to stay as an every day term in 
our discussions of world affairs. 
Prior to the war we seldom had 
occasion to use the term "billion,” 
but now we calmly accept the 
trillion (a thousand times as much 
as a billion), especially in the 
measurement 
of 
paper 
money, 
debts and deficits of certain coun­ 
tries which have enormously in­ 
creased their currency during and 
since the war, and at the recent rates 
of growth their record may soon run 
into the “quadrillion” column. Figures 
published by the Trade Record of 
The National City Bank of New 
York show that at least four of 
the European countries now meas­ 
ure their currency in trillions, and 
that a continuation of the rate 
of growth during the past year 
would soon bring some of them 
Into the quadrillion class. 
These enormous totals running 
far into the trillions and threaten­ 
ing in some instances to extend 
to the quadrillion column are espe­ 
cially notable in official records of 
the outstanding paper money of 
Russia, 
Germany, 
Austria, 
and 
Poland, all of which were counted 
in trillions at the end of 1922 and 


have in all cases made their chief 
gains within the last year. 
Rus­ 
sia's currency which stood at ll 
trillion rubles at the beginning of 
1922 was, according to high au­ 
thorities, 450 trillion at the end of 
that year, being thus 40 times as 
much as one year ago. The Ger­ 
man paper currency which totaled 
145 billion marks in April, 1922, 
now stands at over 5XA trillion 
marks, or 40 times as much as one 
year ago. Austria’s currency is 18 
times as much as one year ago and 
exceeds 4 trillion crowns, while 
Poland has quadrupled her cur­ 
rency in the past year and now 
shows a total of over I trillion 
Polish marks outstanding. 
Outside these four countries of 
Central Europe, says the Trade 
Record, there is an evident dis­ 
position to at least check the in­ 
flation which developed during and 
since the war, and in certain in­ 
stances an actual decrease has be­ 
gun, but with the enormous addi­ 
tions made by the printing presses 
of the four countries above named 
the total face value of world paper 
currency at the beginning of 1923 was 
approximately ten times as much 
as one year earlier, though, as 
above indicated, a large propor­ 
tio n of the countries other than 
bhe four named are either decreas­ 
ing their outstanding currency or 
are checking the growth which has 
characterized recent years. 
The four countries showing big 
increases in their currency in 1922 


A 
have been already noted. 
Others 
which show a comparatively slight 
increase 
are 
Belgium, 
France, 
Switzerland, Greece, Finland, Jugo­ 
slavia, Hungary, and Brazil, while 
those showing greater or less de­ 
creases are Great Britain, Nether­ 
lands, 
the 
Scandinavian 
States, 
Spain, Czecho-Slovakia, and the 
United States. 
The big increases in the quan­ 
tity of paper currency in recent 
years has not correspondingly in­ 
creased the purchasing power of 
the people so far as quantity of 
merchandise 
is 
concerned, 
for 
with the constant additions to the 
paper money has come an increase 
in prices, when measured in the 
inflated currency. 
Prices in Rus­ 
sia, where the biggest inflation has 
occurred, are stated by our De­ 
partment of Commerce as 15,000,- 
uOO times as much in 1923 as in pre­ 
war years, while those of Poland 
are stated by the same authority 
at 3,000 times as much as before 
the war. 
, » AU 
This growth in paper currency 
has been in part due to the unwill­ 
ingness of the respective countries 
to reduce their expenditures to a 
pre-wrar basis or to require their 
war-weary people to pay sufficient 
taxes to 
meet current require­ 
ments, and this has resulted in 
large budget deficits which could 
only be met by increases in paper 
currency or additions to the al­ 
ready large national indebtednessv

SENATOR KNOTE NELSON 
DIED ONBOARD A TRAIN 


(Continued from Page One.) 


United States Senate for more than 
twenty years, he was for six years 
in the House of Representatives, 
and he served in the legislature of 
Wisconsin and Minnesota and twice 
as governor pf the last named state. 
He was frankly and unaffectedly 
proud of his record of never hav­ 
ing been defeated for any office 
for which he became candidate. In 
politics he was a Republican. 
In dealing with legislative ques­ 
tions he was thoroughly fearless in 
his public utterances and, in private 
conferences with members of his 
constitutency, was outspoken. 
One 
of the many laws passed largely be­ 
cause of his initiative and aggress­ 
iveness was the bankruptcy law, 
which, from his active and success­ 
ful connection with it, was known 
as the "Nelson Cure.” 
Born In Voss, Norway, on Feb­ 
ruary 2, 1843, Knute Nelson came 
to the United States, with his wid­ 
owed mother, when he was six 
years old, and they found their first 
American home in Chicago. 
Knute 
helped his mother by selling papers 
on the streets. 
Later they moved 
to Wisconsin and the youngster ob­ 
tained his first schooling in Dane 
county, going to the academy at 
Albion, Wis., where he studied for 
three years. 
In the Civil War Nelson entered 
the Fourth Wisconsin Volunteer In­ 
fantry. He served three years, tak­ 
ing part in the capture of Fort 
Jackson, St. Phillip, and New Or­ 
leans, in the siege of Vicksburg and 
the battles of Baton Rouge, Camp 
Bislan and Franklin. 
In the fight­ 
ing at Port Hudson, La., he received 
a wound in the thigh, the effects of 
which he felt the rest of his life. 
Taken prisoner, he was kept at 
Port Hudson until it surrendered. 
Returning to Dane county, Wis., 
after the war, Nelson studied law 
and was admitted to the bar in 
1867. 
In 1868, Mr. Nelson married 
Miss Nicholina Jacobson, at Chris­ 
tiania, Wis., and they moved to 
Alexandria, Minn., which was to be 
Nelson’s 
home 
thereafter. 
Five 
children were born, but four have 
died, leaving Miss Ida Nelson the 
only surviving child. 
Mr. Nelson was elected to the 
House of Representatives in 1883, 
after he had served terms in the 
legislature of both Minnesota and 
Wisconsin as state senator. 
After 
six years in the lower house of 
Congress he retired and resumed 
his law practice. 
He was elected 
Governor of Minnesota in 1892 and 
was reelected two years later but 
resigned In 1895 to become United 
States Senator to which office he 
was reelected in 1901-07-13, the last 
term extending to March 3, 1919. 
Th# home life of the Nelsons was 
marked by the same simplicity as 
characterized the personality of the 
lawyer and statesman, as neither 
the Senator nor his wife cared for 
the distractions of social activity, 
Mrs. Nelson, long after her husband 
became a national figure, adhered to 
old world customs of housekeeping, 
among them sanded floors. 
Mr. 
Nelson’s 
amusements 
and 
recreations were simple. 
He loved 
to be out of doors, but when in the 
house his chief pleasure was found 
in his library, where he read almost 
daily, his favorite books being his­ 
torical. The Alexandria home is on 
a large and well managed farm 
and the senator was pleased if re­ 
ferred to as "Fanner Nelson.” 
He 
once said he did not wish to be 
called statesman and that he was a 
“Hayseed.” The first book he ever 
had was an old school reader for 
which he traded a "jag” of wood. 
He kept that little book all his life. 
Accomplished as he was in knowl­ 
edge of history and the law, he 
was accustomed to say that his 
best university had been the war 
of the North and South and the 
service he saw In it.

Oldest Member of Senate 


WASHINGTON, 
April 
28.—The 
death tonight of Knute Nelson, sen­ 
ior senator from Minnesota, aboard 
a train enroute to Chicago, removed 
from the senate its oldest member, 
and one of those with the longest 
service record. He was 80 years old 
and had served 28 years. 
Senator Nelson, although ill last 
winter, with influenza, 
was 
active 
during the last session of congress 
and today, when he left Washington 
for his home, he appeared in excel­ 
lent health .although the death of his 
wife a year ago had greatly depress­ 
ed him. Those who were closest to 
him said he never fully 
recovered 
from that blow. 
Senator Nelson was a Civil War 
veteran and worked hard especially 
during the war, in pushing legisla­ 
tion dealing with 
Americanization.

CALCULATING DEVICE! 
FOUND IN TOMB: 


By th* Associated Press. 
LIMA, Peru, April 28.—’The fact | 
that ancient Inca civilization in Peru I 
possessed an 
efficient calculating' 
machine has been established by a 
recent discovery of Francisco Loaysa 
of Lima. The instrument consists of' 
a knotted cord or “quipu,” unearthed 
in a prehistoric tomb near Cajamar- 
ca. 
While it has been well known 
that the Incas made use of “quipas” 
In common with many other abori­ 
ginal peoples in the new world, Mr. I 
Loaysa is the first historian 
who 
has been able to Interpret and de­ 
scribe fully the use to which this! 
device was put. 
His studies show 
that the Incas had a well developed 
system of arithmetic, based on the 
decimal system, and that they em­ 
ployed the “quipu” for the purposes 
of rapid calculation in subtraction, 
multiplication and division. 
The “master quipu” discovered by 
Mr. Loaysa consists of a cord about 
16 yards long, containing IOO knots. 
These knots are divided into IO un­ 
equal sections by as 
many 
silver 
beads, representing the odd numbers 
from I to 19. 
The sections are of 
different 
colors, 
including 
red, 
brown, yellow, blue and green. The 
colors are important factors in the 
calculating process. The silver beads 
placed between the groups represent 
the even numbers from 2 to 20, by 
counting according to the rules dis­ 
covered by Mr. Loaysa, 
all 
arith­ 
metical operations can be carried out 
in a rapid and m&chanic&l manner. 
Calculations 
involving 
tens, 
hun­ 
dreds and thousands are possible by 
this device. 
Many simple forms 
of 
“Quipus” 
hare been found In Peru. but this is 
the only highly developed one yet 
discovered. These master cords were 
not in ordinary use, but were prob­ 
ably reserved for the royal statisti­ 
cians. 
Mr. Loaysa does not believe that 
the “puipn” originated with the In­ 
cas, hut declares that the device was 
first used by the ancient Chinese, 
later by the Japanese, and believes 
that It was brought to America by 
Asiatic migration In ages past.

CLEVELAND, April 28.—Promin- 
nt Ohio members of both the Repub­ 
lican and 
Democratic 
parties 
are 
working actively to bring one of the 
big political national conventions to 
Cleveland in 1924, confident that the 
new municipal auditorium of the city 
and its general facilities are entirely 
adequate for handling a convention 
that will select one of the presiden­ 
tial nominees. 
Cleveland, in its first bid for one 
of these meetings, finds itaelf with 
an auditorium that it considers big 
enough, and 
with 
sufficient 
hotel 
space to handle such a gathering. Its 
new' public hall has been declared 
one of the finest and best equipped 
auditoriums in the country. 
Mayor 
Fred Kohler has offered the use of 
the auditorium to both parties free 
of all cost. 
Newton D. Baker, 
Secretary 
of 
War during the Wilson administra­ 
tion and president of the Cleveland 
Chamber of Commerce, has written 
Cordell Hull, chairman of the Demo- 
tratic national committee 
that 
as 
soon as the committee is ready 
to 
consider the city in which the nom­ 
inating convention is to be held, he 
will send a formal invitation from 
Cleveland. 
Situated in the heart of the down 
town section, the new public hall is 
a part of Cleveland’s 
famous 
Mall 
plan of buildings. 
It occupies 
an 
entire block. 
The main floor, on 
the street level, unobatmeted by 
a 
single column, is 300 feet long and 
215 feet wide. 
The glass calling is 
90 feat from the floor. 
Comfortable 
seating facilities can ba arranged for 
13,000 persons 
when 
main 
floor, 
stage and expansive balconies 
are 
used. 
The stage measures 60 by 104 feet, 
has an opening 73 feet wide and is 
surmounted by an arch 42 feet high. 
The acoustics of the 
main 
room, 
tested repeatedly, have been declar­ 
ed perfect. Eervy person in the hall 
is able to hear every word of a 
speech whether it be made from the 
stage or the floor.

No plan to promote 
peace can dispense with it. We shall 
make no progress toward the preven­ 
tion of war if we adopt a perfection­ 
ist policy.” 
Among the “actual needs” for 
a 
world court, the secretary cited the 
requirements of the nation for such a 
tribunal as a means of disposing of 
“its own controversies” and Judicial­ 
ly adjusting international disputes. 
Existing means of arbitration, he 
said, “leave much to be desired.” He 
declared the court “an establishment 
separate from the League of Nations, 
having a distinct legal status created 
by an independent organic acL 
Without mentioning by name any 
critics in 
opposition 
to

Harding’s plan for 
membership in 
the tribunal, Mr. Hughes replied to 
several of the objections 
publicly 
voiced. The establishment of a world 
court for peace, full

long been American policy. 
“If you are to treat participation 
in a permanent court of internation­ 
al justice as an entanglement foreign 
to our institutions,” he added, “you 
must rewrite American history.”
